FARMERS ADVISED 10. 


TEST SEED GRAIN. 


Warning is being issued to farmers 
at the present time in connection with 
the germinating quality of the grain 
which they propose to use for seed. 
Where grain has been exposed to the 
weather over winter, as has happened 
this year in some sections of the 
province, it is particularly advisable 


to secure a germination test on this 


grain before it is used for seed, 
A one-pound sample of grain 
should be sent to the Dominion Seed 


Laboratory, Calgary, where the test, 


will be made free of charge for farm- 
‘rs. Satisfactory germination tests 
ean also be made at home by Beatty 

two lots of 100 seets each about on 

inch deep in boxes of soil or sand, 
The tests should be kept fairly moist ! 
and at living-room temperature for 
about twelve days. Note should be 
taken of the number germinating in 
six days which indicates the vigor of 
germination, and the number germin- 
ating in twelve days which indicates 
the total number of viable seeds. It 
is strongly recommended that germin- 
ation tests be conducted as early as 
possible in the spring on all grain in-

ANSWERS GIVEN 
TO QUESTIONS 
ON IMMIGRATION 


Ottawa.—A number of questions! 
dealing with immigration were ans- 
wered in the House of Commons, their 
range extending from the admission 
of Asiutics to the cost of transporta- 
tion from Europe to Canada, 

It is shown that from 1921 to 1927 
there were 787,108 immigrants ar- 
rived in Canada from Great Britain, 
the continent of Europe and. the 
United States. Of these 361,804 came 
from the United Kingdom; 249,521 
from the continent, and 176,053 from 
south of the international boundary. 
The cost to the country for bringing 
in those immigrants was $7,204,986, 
of which over 50 per cent. wes spent 
in connection with British immigra- 
tion. 

The figures disclos 


that the ban- 


ner year in immigration from the} 


Old Country was that which closed 
on March 31, 1621, when 74,262 new- 
comers cume to Canada. In the fiscal 
year, ended March, 1927, the number 
of foreigners coming into this coun- 
try from European continental parts 

was 71,673, a figure that exceeded by 
870 the combined totals of Priti 
and American immigration during 
that period. 

Since 1923, the year In which the 
system of assisted passage was 


adopted, to December 31, 1927, there! 


were 61,267 new settiers brought in, 
at a cost of $1,554,531. 

The answers stated that provision 
was made under the Canadian Parm 
Loan Act of 1927 to assist Canadians 
desirous of settling on the vacant 
lands of the country. 

In the year 1927 there were %1 
Chinese admitted to Canada under 
permit, and of these 40 entered as 
actors and actresses; four were mis- 
sionaries and three were teachers. 
Thirty-five of the 914 had already left 
the country. 

In the same year 493 
entered Canada, distributed in 118 


adult males, 277 adult females, and | 


98 children. The laboring class ac- 
counted for 154 cf both sexes, while 
farmers totalled 118 both sexes.

Established New Air Records 


British Avintot Rea Reaches Australia 
From England In Fifteen Days 
London, — Hert Hinkler, British 

aviator who arrived in Australia Feb 

22, is acclaimed in London as having 

performed one of the most remark- 

able feats of flying skill and endur- 
ance that has yet been accomplished. 

Claims are made that the 15-day 

' flight established five new air records, 

being the fastest flight between Eng- 

land and Australia; the loagest light 
plane flight ever made; the longest 


solo flight in any kind of an  aero- 
plane; the fastest journey between 
england and India, and the first non- 
stop flight between London and Rome. 

It developed that Hinkler was poor- 
er by about $10,000 than he would 
have been if he had completed ar- 
rangements for a policy with Lloyds 
Which he previously was stated to 
have taken out. The underwriters 
said that Hinkler had arranged for a 
policy of about £2,000 against reach- 
ing Australia within 16 days, but for 
some reason left without completing 
the negotiations.

Hlad Miraculous Escape In Attempt 
To Set New Speed Record 

Daytona Beach, Fla.—Frank Lock- 
hart, internationally known race 
| driver of Indianapolis, narrowly es- 
caped instant death when he lost con- 
trol of his powerful Stutz Blackhawk 
Special during an attempt to set a 
new world’s automobile speed record 
and hurtled with it into the surf while 
travelling at 225 miles an hour, A su- 
perficial examination revealed no ob- 
viously serious’ hurts.
